To Assist Planning 


With the planning stages for 
the renovation of the Doherty 
school underway, some adminis- 
trative changes, similar to those 
which preceded the opening of the 
Bancroft school have been effected 
in the school department.

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Dump Report Due 
For May 22 Airing 


A discussion of the proposed 
site for a new dump may be sched- 
uled for a week from Monday. 

That was the announcement made 
by the selectmen last Monday night,

Town Manager Austin said this 
week that he and McQuade were 
still examining the report and 
studying various cost factors. 

The manager said that he and 
McQuade were quite cognizant of 
the fact that no one wants a so- 
called ‘‘dump” in their neighbor- 
hood and all efforts were being 
made to temper the final decision. 

The report under consideration, 
the manager emphasized, is 
merely an engineering recommen- 
dation concerning the two sites. 
The consultants did not and were 
not expected to consider cost fac- 
tors involved.

Also, the manager pointed out, 
the state health authorities must 
be approached on the subject be- 
fore any local decisions are made. 

The state will have to approve 
the site selected. Austin said 
efforts were being made to meet 
with state authorities either this 
week or early next week togoover 
the engineering proposals. 

While the consultants have 
pointed out that from an engineer- 
ing cost factor, the Lowell Junc- 
tion site seems more advisable, 
there are other matters to be 
considered, Austin pointed out.

Dorothy Partridge will retire 
from the Andover public school 
system in June after a remarkable 
career of professional and civic 
service to education. 

She has influenced thousands 
of Andover students with her high 
standards of excellence, her love 
of literature, ideas and the arts, 
and her gracious and sympathetic 
manner. 

The record of Mrs. Walter 
Partridge’s service forms a 
veritable history of public school 
education in this community since 
the 1930’s. She has been English 
teacher, classicist, department 
head; she has served as school 
committeewoman, assistant prin- 
cipal and principal, as special 
assistant to the superintendent 
and, once more and always, as a 
teacher. 

‘‘For many years Mrs. Part- 
ridge has given unselfishly of her 
time and energy for the benefit of 
our Andover children,’’ Superin- 
tendent Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert 
says of her. He pays tribute to 
the sense of duty and respons- 
ibility that marks her accomp- 
lishments, her willingness to serve 
on the school committee and accept 
administrative responsibility in 
the school system. ‘But her 
greatest love, and perhaps her 
greatest contribution to education 
has been the way she has influ- 
enced individual students. She has 
a long history of student successes. 
Her impact on Andover will be 
remembered for years to come.” 

Right now, Dorothy Partridge 
is teaching anew and highly praised 
course in individualized reading 
at the high school, for 11th and 
12th graders. In addition, she 
teaches grammar and composition 
to two classes of sophomores. 
“It?s an expository writing 
course,’ she explains, ‘‘aimed at 
giving first year students the com- 
petency to express themselves in 
good clear prose.”’ 

Mrs. Partridge also has writing 
and editing responsibilities at the 
schools’ central administrative of- 
fice. She now is compiling a 
glossary of educational terms for 
the system. 

It is a full day, but she also 
offers an evening inservice course. 
Her enthusiasm betrays that this 
is a favorite. Sixteen secretaries 
and teacher’s aides are enrolled 
in Dorothy Partridge’s Wednes- 
day evening course in ‘*How To 


Improve Your Writing.”” Four 
of them, she says, are former 
pupils. 


Mrs.: Partridge’s roots are 
here. Born Dorothy Trott, she 
first attended the Richardson 
School on Lowell Street, when 
Shawsheen was known as Frye 
Village. She remarks that 
individualized teaching was going 
on more than 50 years ago in that 
one-room village school. She 
studied at Stuwe School, where her 
office now is, at Punchard High

School, and in the liberal arts 
college of Boston University. 

She has studied since then at 
the Breadloaf School of English,” 
Middlebury, Vt., with Robert Frost 
in residence, at Harvard Univer- 
sity and Cambridge University in 
England. 


After five years of experience 
in other high schools, she returned 
to teach English at Punchard High. 
Here she also coached girls’ bas- 
ketball and field hockey teams and 
led the Junior King’s Daughters, 
the interfaith group of 100 girls 
who helped the needy during the 
1930’s, Many of these later be- 
longed to Dorothy Partridge’s USO 
group, which functioned during 
World War Il. 

While she was teaching at 
Punchard High, the town voted to 
add a gymnasium, cafeteria and 
east wing to the building, now East 
Junior HighSchool. The high school 
went on double sessions, When the 
addition was complete, the seventh 
and eighthgraders from Stowe, and 
the 9th graders moved into the 
East Wing, and became Andover’s 
first junior high school. Dorothy 
Partridge became head of its Eng- 
lish department, 

She left teaching to marry 
Walter Partridge, an engineering 
graduate of Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology. In those days a 
teacher was required to resign if 
she married. 

Mrs. Partridge served 12 years 
on the Andover school committee 
while her children were growing 
up. She was also active in other 
areas: a board member of the 
League of Women Voters, the Nov- 
ember Club and the Andover

The French (and who 
knows more about wine?), the 
world’s largest importer of 
Madeira consider it better than 
Sherry for cooking and use it 
as a replacement wherever 
Sherry is called for.

Hospital Care 
In Valley Less 
By $11 Per Day 


Costs of Merrimack Valley 
General Hospitals are about $11 
per day or less than for the rest 
of the state, it is reported by the 
Merrimack Valley Health Planning 
Council, Inc. The report was 
based on cost reports from all 
hospitals in the state, covering 
1969 and parts of 1970. 

The cost in the nine general 
hospitals in the Merrimack Val- 
ley was $61.18 as compared to an 
average for the entire state of 
$72.70. The costs were nearly 
uniform throughout the region: 
Greater Lowell, $61.62; Greater 
Lawrence $60.68, and Haverhill/ 
Newburyport $61.20. Since the 
average length of stay in a gen- 
eral hospital is about eight days, 
the reduced costs meant that 
average hospitalization inthe Mer-

John can use no fat of any kind 
in food preparation; and he can- 
not use fat-containing foods such 
as sauces, gravies, creams, bacon 
drippings . or dressings. Lean 
meats, even when trimmed of all 
visible fat, contribute the major 
source of fat in the diet and no 
more than five ounces of meat 
should be used daily. Dairy pro- 
ducts from which the fat is re- 
moved are suggested. 

Marie’s condition, Type li 
hyperlipoproteinemia, is a more 
common pattern at all ages. It 
is characterized by a high choles- 
terol level and a moderately high 
triglyceride level. In order to 
lower her cholesterol level, she 
must cut down or, in some cases, 
eliminate high-cholesterol foods. 
In addition, polyunsaturated fats 
must replace saturated fats. Marie 
can eat no more than nine ounces 
of meat per day. High fat meats 
(beef, lamb, ham and pork) can be 
used no more than three times per 
week. Marie should eat a good 
deal of chicken and fish, which 
contain polyunsaturated fats. 

The single most important 
aspect in the dietary management 
of Types Ill, IV and V hyper- 
lipoproteinemia is reducing weight 
to normal or ideal levels. This 
means, of course, simply eating 
less and exercising more. 

An individual with Type Il 
hyperlipoproteinemia must first 
reduce his weight to normal. Then, 
since he has both high cholesterol 
and high triglyceride levels, he 
must follow a low-cholesterol, 
low-fat, and low-carbohydrate 
diet. He must give up foods high 
in sugar such as desserts and 
other sweets. He can drink very 
little alcohol. 

Type IV hyperlipoproteinemia 
is frequently referred to as 
carbohydrate-induced. The Type 
IV person has high triglyceride 
levels, but a normal or near nor- 
mal cholesterol level. The diet 
calls for eating less carbohydrate

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'Lessons For 
Seasonal Sams 


It’s that time of year for 
Seasonal Sams to appear on the 
| empty lots playing baseball and 
| working out in the neighborhood 


gym. 
Seasonal Sams come in many 
varieties, says the Northeast 


Chapter, Massachusetts HeartAs- 
sociation, but most are middle- 
aged, overweight and have 
' sedentary jobs. They like toexer- 

cise, but get the urge only a few 
| times a year, usually when the 
weather changes. 

The first warm Saturday in the 
spring compels a Seasonal Sam to 
become that high school track star 
once again. After the day is over 
Seasonal Sam feels great. But 
in a few days he gets aches and 
pains, For the next few Satur- 
days he prefers to relax in front 
of the TV set. He won’t be ready 
to exercise again until the first 
snowflake falls. His first move 
should be to visit his doctor to 
learn what type of exercise and 
how much of it is needed to 
strengthen his heart muscle, says 
the Heart Association. 

Seasonal Sams have the same 
problems as the Bulging Bens who 
work out with weights every day, 
| building their muscles, but doing 
} nothing to help their hearts and 
| lungs. They both know that exer- 

cise is needed for good health. 

What they don’t know is that the 
' wrong kind of exercise may 
actually be harmful. They are no 
better off than the poor old List- 
less Larrys who get no exercise 
at all. 

Seasonal Sam, Bulging Ben or 
Listless Larry, you should see 
your doctor before taking on any 
exercise program, the Heart Asso- 
ciation recommends. Only he can 
determine what is best to help 
you guard and improve the state 
of your heart and its circulation. 
He will give you a test to see what 
exercises you are capable of 
doing. This test is a ‘*must”’ 
for people over thirty-five. 

There are other necessary re- 
quirements for cardiovascular 
health and these include avoiding 
cigarettes, keeping body weight 
at normal by calorie watching, and 
controlling the amount andtypes of 
fat eaten, This is particularly true 
for middle-aged persons whose 


their risk of heart attack or who 
have such extra risk diseases as 
high blood pressure or diabetes. 

Some other tips for exercise: 

1.If you have a sedentary job 
and are told to start an exercise 
program, begin slowly and gradu- 
ally increase the intensity of train- 
ing activity over days or even 
weeks. 

2.Do not exercise if you have 
a minor illness, an infection or 
are under any stress or emotional 
turmoil. 

3. Avoid hot showers after exer- 
cising. Follow your exercises 
with a restful ‘‘cooling down’ 
period. Then take a lukewarm 
shower. Exercising and hot water 
do the same thing to the blood 
vessels: they expand, and the 
heart must pump more blood, After 
exercising, the blood vessels 
should begin to return to normal.

The Community School Study committee is faced with a 
most difficult task at the moment. 

There are 60 applicants seeking appointment to the newly 
created post of Community school-recreation director for 
the town. 

The study group must screen the applicants and ultimate- 
ly make a recommendation to the town manager for 
appointment. 

It is an important decision facing the group. 

The appointee will step into a new concept in town re- 
creation. Thought behind the move, is to better utilize town 
facilities, particularly the school buildings in after school 
hours. . 

We have mentioned previously that Andover’s recreation 
program has been the subject of debate and recommenda- 
tion for over a decade. 

This latest study was designed to come up with a positive 
answer to the town’s recreation needs once and for all. 

It has proven workable in other communities and seems a 


Vacations 


We are happy to see that the school committee, by a 
majority vote has returned to the former school vacation 
schedule. 

This past year, due to the new Monday holiday regula- 
tions, the school department chose to allow only a single 
week during the winter months, that to fall in mid-March. 

At their meeting a week ago, the school board decided to 
revert back to the two weeks - one in February and one in 
April - as is most common in surrounding and other school 
systems. : 

There are those, among them Dr. Richard A. Katz and 
Chairman William King, who feel that the new Andover 
scheduled was not given a fair trial. 

The thought is well taken, but, we fear, another year 
will prove repetitious of what happened this year. 

Rather than a single week respite, some students, and 
teachers, wound up with three weeks, the one scheduled, 
then special trips programmed by travel and educational 
specialists for the regular February and April weeks. 

We appreciate the fact that Andover generally shies from 
conformity. But there are certain things which make such 
action almost compulsory, school vacation periods being 
one. 

We really have no particular feelings on the matter of 
school vacations, simply that this past year seemed to be a 
bad example of a good plan. 

The idea was well taken, but it was fraught with too 
many possibilities of exemptions. 

We reiterate the feeling expressed here a few weeks ago 
that an overall school program is geared toward providing a 
total education. 

Exemption for convenience sake can prove to be dlis- 
ruptive. 

The new school calendar, adopted in sufficient time for 
individual planning, seems a sensible solution, and provides 
for an educational program to which all can conform.

Congratulations to the Select- 
men for their informative ‘‘1972 
Budget Summary’’ whichwas given 
to those at a session of town 
meeting and which concerned the 
water department only. 

However, on page 21 of the 
consultant’s report concerning ad- 
justment of water rates, it states 
that ‘‘The present practice of the 
department in reading meters is 
to have the meter reader compute, 
on site, the amount of water used. 


Since this computation is made 
later by the town’s computor in 
the billing process, this is awaste 
of the meter reader’s time and we 


recommend that it be discon- 
tinued.”’ 

Is there any selectman who as 
a water commissioner knows when 
this recommendation was put into 
practice and can tell us how much 
money is being saved by it? 

It would be helpful to know 
too what are the prospects of 
using these savings for reducing 
some of the $26,000 that town 
meeting was induced to allocate 
for another consultant program? 
Will a selectman volunteer the 
information? 

May we be informed also to what 
extent has the recent placing of 
over 200 acres of residential land 
into industrial so as to accom- 
modate Raytheon been the cause of 
making a new master distribution 
plan necessary? 

It is hoped that this $25,000 
plan will not be used to ‘‘justify” 
spending of large amounts rather 
than adjusting water rates so that 
large users pay enough for such 
capital costs. 

Incidentally, industrial water 
consumption continues to be dis- 
proportionately large in relation 
to industrial property taxation. In- 
dustry uses more than 35 percent 
of the water yet industrial taxa- 
tion supplies only 15 percent of 
the property tax. Therefore, it 
continues to be a large injustice 
to require property taxes on homes 
to pay 85 percent of capital costs 
of the water system.

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Job security and community 
ontrol are the issues at odds 
as moves continue to eliminate 
tenure for school superintendents 
and to make school teachers wait 
five years before they can get 
that protected status. 

Advocates of Salem Democrat 
Rep, Henry O’Donnell’s bill to 
abolish superintendents’ tenure 
say a community’s top educator 
is less under the gun with the 
multi-year contracts they propose 
than under the present system: 
where the school head is either 
dismissed or given tenure until 
he retires after three years’ 
service. 

But Fred Maffeo, of the state’s 
Association of School Superinten- 
dents, is trying hard to amend the 
O’Donnell bill so that a superin- 
tendent would at least get three- 
year contracts. 

“This job is the most critical 
in the community,’’ contends the 
former Natick educator. 

“The superintendent is in the 
middle of every situation, andifhe 
has no protection he may be forced 
to make decisions according to 
what’s popular.’’ 

The O’Donnell bill has already 
received a favorable report from 
the state’s Committee on Educa- 
tion and favorable votes from both 
Houses. But Mr. Maffeo hopes that 
the introduction of a three-year 
contract clause will at least let 
school heads know they’11 be around 
for awhile. 

If the measure is adopted in its 
present form, Mr. Maffeo predicts, 
few superintendents will dare to 
switch jobs and thus face the un- 
certainty of a year-to-year ap- 
pointment elsewhere. 

Rep. O’Donnell, whose measure 
passed the House but was defeated 
by the Senate last year, sees Mr. 
Maffeo’s proposal as amere ‘‘ploy 
to scuttle’’ the bill. 

‘‘My bill protects superinten- 
dents already ontenure,’’ he main- 
tains, ‘‘and gives them all the 
protection of tenure on multi-year 
contracts. The younger superin- 
tendents not on tenure back this. 
It’s the older ones who are on 
tenure who oppose it.’ 

The lawmaker -- a former 
teacher himself -- feels that since 
the superintendent’s job is oneofa

The present teacher surplus 
has led State Rep. Nicholas

Now, says the Methuen Demo- 
crat, ‘‘a teacher can work hard for 
the first three years, get tenure 
and then lose initiative.’’ 

His bill, which has won the 
Education Committee’s approval 
would let school administrators 
take the four to five years he 
feels it takes to really evaluate 
a teacher -- and for someone to 
develop into a really good one -- 
before making a permanent hiring 
decision. i 

Rep. Buglione, an eight-year 
member of his community’s.School 
Committee, concedes that 
‘*politics do crop in’’ when it’s 
time to consider whether to retain 
a teacher..For this reason, he feels 
that some tenure system is fair 
and necessary. 

‘*But there are are moreteach- 
ers than there are jobs rightnow,”’ 
he notes, ‘‘and we ought to make 
sure that we get the best teach- 
ers. After all, in college teaching, 
you don’t get tenure until at least 
seven years.” 

The lawmaker predicts that the 
Massachusetts Teachers’ As- 
sociation will give his bill stiff 


- opposition when it comes up for 


House and Senate debate. 

And Teachers’ Association 
spokesman Richard Durkin defends 
his fight on the grounds that the 
people he represents need protec- 
tion because they’re involved in 
*‘the most emotional issue of all 
-- somebody’s children.” 

He says that tenure -- which 
prevents dismissal except for 
‘*moral turpitude, insubordination 
(or) incompetency,’’ -- is designed 
to let teachers discuss contro- 
versial issues ‘in class and to 
shield them against being dumped 
in favor of lower-paid newcomers. 

Mr. Durkin admits that, onceon 
tenure, a teacher who loses energy 
or intellect is difficult to oust. 
But he argues that School Commit- 
tees and administrators have am- 
ple time to assess someone’s 
competence in three years and

The Disparity 
Of Eagles 


by Wayne Hanley 


Men killed more than 700 
golden eagles out West last 
spring. 

Now a man at Ithaca, N.Y., is 
encouraging a captive golden eagle 
to hatch four fertile eggs which 
she produced. 

Disparity on that scale could 
lead to an eagle-less world. 


Nevertheless, theworkofJames , 


Grier, a graduate student at Cor- 
nell University, constitutes a 
momentous step toward guaran- 
teeing that even our abused world 
may have eagles. It would be far 
cheaper, of course, to halt the 
killing of eagles. Eagles produce 
eagles for free. It costs money 
in Ithaca. 

Grier’s work with goldeneagles 
is a phase of the Cornell peregrine 
falcon program. In the search for 
viable means to perpetuate the rare 
and endangered peregrine -- which 
already has disappeared from the 
Northeast -- researchers study 
the breeding biology of a span of 
birds of prey for information that 
might be used on peregrines. 

Grier has resorted to the most 
artificial natural way (perhaps the 
mutually exclusive words ‘‘arti- 
ficial’? and‘‘natural” canbe paired 
under these circumstances) to pro- 
duce young eagles. 

For instance, the golden eagle 
hen sitting on eggs regards Grier 
as a male golden eagle. Her eggs 
were fertilized by artificial in- 
semination. So far as she is con- 
cerned, Grier and she have mutual 
responsibilities toward all phases 
of eagle production -- including 
incubating the eggs! 

No, Grier does not sit upon the 
eggs. But something very similar 
happens a couple of times a day 


when Grier relieves the incubating

female. What is important intheir 
relationship is the fact that with- 
out his cooperation, the eagle would 
become frustrated from continuous 
incubating and desert the nest. 

Although her flight pen is ina 
Cornell laboratory, the eagle never 
sees humans other than Grier. 
Others may watch her through 
one-way windows, however. 

When Grier enters the flight 
pen, he carries a dead chicken 
and a hot water bottle warmed to 
102 degrees -- the temperature 
of an eagle’s brood patches which 
develop on incubating birds. The 
delivery of food is a task typical 
to the male golden eagle. The 
female greets Grier with the same 
ritual reserved for a mate who 
has arrived to give her incubation 
relief, Then she flies around the 


pen and begins eating the chicken.

Its Toll Of Grass, Plants 


Winter is over, and with it the 
snow, but the salt that melted last 
winter’s storms is still there doing 
its thing. 

Its thing happens to be killing 
plants and dribbling down into the 
water supply. 

If you notive that the grass near 
the street looks rather dismal this 
spring, while the grass in the rest 
of your yard is greening upnicely, 
you may have a problem with last 
winter’s salt. 

Unfortunately, it may be easier 
to diagnose the problem than to 
find a solution.

I asked Henry Wendler of the 
Massachusetts Horticultural 
Society what kind of shrub one 
might plant by the side of the road 
that would be hardy in spite of the 
salt slush thrown up by the snow- 
plow. 

He said, ‘‘I have yet to come 
across anything that will withstand 
a heavy concentration of salt.’’ 

When I asked if one might try 
planting the sort of thing that 
grows well by the seashore, such 
as beach roses, he pointed out that 
the plants which do well by the 
seashore may withstand salt inthe 
air well, but not necessarily salt 
in the water. And besides, a 
planting of beach roses (rosa re- 
gosa) as a hedge in the front yard 
might be a rather thorny solution 
to the problem. ‘‘This whole ques- 
tion needs more. research,” 
he said. 

Thalassa Cruso in her new book, 
Making Things Grow Outdoors, 
(Knopf), suggests some possible 
solutions. 

One is to make a walkway, or 
as she calls it ‘‘artificial floor” 
of a material like concrete blocks, 
which will take the worst of the 
splash. 

Another possibility is a fence 
several feet high which will de- 
flect the salt water back into the 
road. You may findthis necessary 
especially if you have valuable 
trees near the road. A lawn can 
simply be moved back a few feet, 
but not a well-established tree. 

Mrs. Cruso also suggests using 
sturdy ground-cover shrubs. In 
her own yard, beside the road, 
she used dwarf mugho pines, dwarf 
junipers, and heather. The gaps 
between the new plants were 
mulched and set with creeping 
plants like thyme and bearberry. 

I suspect that the success of 
shrubs depends on the amount of 
salt put on a particular road. 

The best solution to the prob- 
lem is still that of the Massachu- 
setts Audubon Society: work to 
have your town discontinue the use 
of salt on its roads. A combina- 
tion of sanding and plowing does 
extremely well, without the un- 
desirable side effects. It has 
been shown that eliminating 
salting cuts down on the speeding, 
without increasing the accident 
rate. 

Working to stop using salt on 
snowy roads will protect your yard, 
your neighbor’s yard, and your 
water supply as well. 


Winter environments are 
threatened by two million snow- 
mobiles in North America. The 
noise terrifies some wildlife and 
affects their breeding patterns. 
Constant pressure on the snow 
forces some small animals that 


* spend the winter beneath the snow, 


to move away; the tops of small 
trees are broken and spring crops 
may be affected, according to the 
Massachusetts Audubon Society.
